THE YEAR 1929. 

HOUGH there was a paucity of star perform- 

ers in racing, the Turf gained abundantly in 
patronage and strength of position through the 
year 1929, yet the end finds it wrapped in a 
mantle of sorrow because of the loss of some of 
its stalwarts, notably, John E. Madden, a great 
breeder; James Rowe, Samuel C. Hildreth, great 
trainers; Mars Cassidy, a great starter; J. L. 
Dempsey, a great chart-maker; Johnny Walters, 
a great commissioner; Fair Play, a great sire, 
and Rose of Sharon, a great filly. 

Other men and other horses were lost to the 
Turf, and to a lesser degree, their loss is im- 
portant, since the withdrawal of the frailest tim- 
ber weakens the structure, unless it be replaced. 
The replacement is in process as 1930 is ap- 
proached, for there are newcomers to the ranks 
of the breeders, and from among those who were 
mere spectators less than eight months back new 
owners have appeared. Younger: men, too, for- 
mer jockeys, some of them, are showing forth in 
the trainer’s role. But the jockey profession did 
not keep stride in the march of progress, and 
the stewards, in the major number, did their 
work perfunctorilly or spinelessly, rather than 
assertively and vigorously. 

Yet there came great flocks of people to see 
the racing at all of the important points, and, 
too, some tracks at minor places reported unex- 
pected attendance and sustained interest. In this 
manner the Turf’s position has been strengthen- 
ed. The people are eager for the sport and they 
are thrilled with it, but, if there is to be con- 
tinued weakness in the stands, those thrills can, 
and we think will, rapidly change to chills. 

So, as we see it, and as we think other ob- 
servers see it, the tracks’ owners must leave 
nothing undone to have thoroughly competent,

fearless stewards at all meetings—men who 
know the rules and will enforce them -‘vithout 
fear or favor; men who are capable of knowing 
when racing is not formful and will see that it 
is; men who will put an end to foul riding and 
rule the jockeys, rather than permit the jockeys 
to “rule the roost.” 

We must award the decoration for greatest 
achievement during the year on behalf of the 
Turf to those sportsmen who salvaged Arling- 
ton Park and have brought the American Na- 
tional Jockey Club to rank in keeping with its 
name. There never was a cleaner, better con- 
ducted, better controlled, better patronized meet- 
ing in this country. Roy Carruthers has the 
honor to be secretary of this organization. 

Next we must applaud the veteran sportsman, 
W. T. Waggoner, his sons and their associates 
in the Texas Jockey Club for their courageous 
effort in behalf of reestablishment of the sport 
in the Lone Star State. While they lost money, 
they demonstrated, through a betless meeting, 
the eagerness of the people of the territory 
about Dallas and Fort Worth for racing, since 
the average attendance at Arlington Downs 
through its 10 days was equal to the average at- 
tendance at Arlington Park through its meeting 
of 29 days 

Other notable incidents during the year which, 
while not so designed, made for advancement of 
public interest in the Turf were the “invasions” 
of English racing by Mr. and Mrs. John D. Hertz, 
with Reigh Count, and R. M. Eastman, with 
Mike Hall, followed by the likelihood that 1939 
will see English, French and Belgian horses com- 
ing to compete in an International Cup race for 
$100,000, at Arlington Park. And, too, there was 
Col. E. R. Bradley’s seccnd annual day of racing 
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in the orphanages in Kentucky. So, also, there 
were more than the usual number of hunt meet- 
ings, with great drawing power. 

The meetings at Belmont Park and Saratoga 
were more attractive than formerly, and there 
were grounds improvements at both points such 
as delight the patrons of the sport. Maryland 
kept abreast with its usual high standard, and 
all through Canada from coast to coast there was 
marked inprovement. Washington Park came 
forth in new array and profited greatly thereby, 
and Hawthorne, improved extensively, though 
limited as to space, enjoyed its greatest patron- 
age. 

The sour note of the year in Illinois racing 
circles was the sale of Fairmount Park. The 
closing of Ak-Sar-Ben Field at Omaha, through 
political action, was a loss. It was, however, 
counter-balanced by the reopening of Miami and 
Keeney Park tracks in Florida, and the purchase 
of control of the stock of the Miami Jockey Club 
by Messrs, J. H. Carstars, Joseph E. Widener 
and associates, and the selection of Major War- 
burton to be president, and Frank J. Bruen to be 
general manager, was a distinct gain. 

Blue Larkspur, bearing the colors of Col. E. R. 
Bradley, stands out as the year’s best 3-year-old 
colt, and Senator Johnson N. Camden’s Rose of 
Sharon, which raced in the colors of Trainer 
Dan E. Stewart because of the passing of Mrs. 
Camden, the sweet and kindly mistress of the 
elegant home at Hartland Stud, ranked first 
among the 3-year-old fillies. Among the juve- 
niles, there is no disputing the claims of the 
Whitney pair, Whichone and Boojum, and they 
generally are preferred in the order named. 
Reigh Count and Mike Hall passed from compe- 
tition on this side of the water to do their run- 
ning in England, so we have Sun Beau, Diavolo, 
Misstep and Bateau to name as the four bright- 
est lights in the elder division, the first men- 
tioned two being particularly good at distances, 
and Misstep probably unbeatable on a fast track, 
level weights, equal age, up to a mile and a 
quarter. 


Readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE doubtless are 
aware that Harry Payne Whitney again is at 
the head of the list of winning owners, and like- 
wise breeders; that *Chicle heads the list of win- 
ning sires in point of first monies earned by get, 
with *Light Brigade a close second to him, with 
a possibility that he may surpass *Chicle when 
all monies are finally taken into account; that 
*Stefan the Great (returned to England) and 
Seth (dead) each have sired 13 2-year-old win- 
ners; that Hal Price Headley’s young sire, Su- 
premus, has 12 juvenile winners to his credit, 
giving to him the place of honor for horses still 
in America, and that the young rider from Idaho, 
Melvin Knight, will stand at the top of the 
jockey list for the year. 


This cursory review must not be closed with- 
out mention of the advancement made this year 
in the starting from those contrivances common- 
ly denominated “stall gates.” A state of per- 
fection has not been attained, but the starting 
is so much improved at the close of the year by 
use of stalls that it is now a matter of expressed 
regret everywhere that they were not in use 
when a number of horses, notably Naishapur and 
Windy City, were viciously kicked and lost to 
racing for the last half-year. 

Finally there was a great step forward on the 
marketing side, when E. J. Tranter built the new 
sales paddocks at Lexington and opened the es- 
tabishment with a sale in November that was un- 
expectedly good, following, as it did, the Wall 


Street panic, and showing a better average than - 


obtained in the Kentucky market for the previ- 
ous year.

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HELP FROM HORSES. 

ERHAPS you read in Forbes for December 15 

Norman Beasley’s story about George Ashley 
Tomlinson’s rise to a place of great importance 
in the industrial life of Cleveland and cities on 
the Great Lakes, for he is one of tho largest 
steamboat operators on those inland waters. If 
you read that article you sure’y were impressed 
with the statements that Mr. Tomlinson gained 
success by everlastingly working at his job; that 
he learned this sticktoitiveness while working as 
a cowboy on his father’s ranch in Wyoming; that 
his skill as a rider was sufficient to gain him 
employment and a trip to Europe with Buffalo 
Bill, and that his love of horses and horseback 
riding now is what helps to keep him healthy and 
alert for the great tasks he daily accomplishes. 
Whatever may be one’s calling, one should 
interest oneself in some manner with or about 
horses. If one cannot ride, one can gain recrea- 
tion by going into the open where they are being 
ridden by others in races, or in games, or merely 
in the parks and over the bridle paths. One 
also can gain much pleasure, though none of 
the physical exhilaration, by making a study of 
bloodlines and of matings, and by watching the 
Turf careers of the horses produced from certain 
families on the distaff side of the pedigree. 


TRACK VERNACULAR. 

HE expressive language of the Turf is 

broadening into general use and now ap- 
pears, much of it, to be nationally understood. 
So recently as December 14 we note that at the 
Gridiron Club dinner in Washington, attended by 
President Hoover and 400 others, an imperson- 
ator of Jouett Shouse, Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, used the expression 
“I’m sure it is the dope.” The Ragged Con- 
tinentals, at the same dinner, sang: 


“We are the boys who got Hoover elected and 
then got the White House gate:

And Colonel Mann, another Also Ran— 

We are the Ragged Continentals of this patri- 
otic clan.” 


One of the Two-Line Editorials in Forbes for 
December 15, reads: “The Soviet, by snubbing 
the U. S., has run run true to form—hbad form.” 
So it runs, all through one’s reading, day by day, 
and, of course, we do not find it objectionable, 
since it is so well understood, so expressive, so 
full of meaning. 


BEND OR’S NAME. 

IW did Bend Or get his name? The 

answer to this question is perhaps not 
known to many readers of THE Bioop-Horse. As 
the story goes, the Duke of Westminster, be- 
longing to the great family of the Grosvenors, 
and the owner of Bend Or, named his stallion 
to remember an old family litigation about the 
Grosvenor coat of arms. This litigation between 


Sir Richard Le Scrope and Sir Robert Le Gros- 
venor scems to have lasted six years, each side 
claiming the right to carry the “shield azure 
with a bend or” as the language of the time 
described the coat of arms. Archives were 
searched and a multitude of witnesses were 
questioned. The Grosvenors finally won the right 
to bear the azure coat of arms with the gold bar 
and the Duke of Westminster commemorated this 
event by naming his stallion Bend Or. It is 
said that Fred Archer, when he mounted the 
great horse in the Derby, had the Duke’s coat 
of arms embroidered on his cassock—the azure 
shield with the gold bar.

DIOLITE BEST 


N the estimation of Thomas F.. Dawkins, senior 

handicapper for the courses in England, Sir 
Hugo Hirst’s bay colt, Diolite, by Diophon— 
Needle Rock, by *Rock Sand, out of Needlepoint, 
by Isinglass, is the best 2-year-old of 1929 in 
that country. Mr. Dawkins has placed Diolite 
at the head of the Free Handicap, which is to be 
run at Newmarket, Friday, April 25, 1930, for 
then 3-year-olds, at 7 furlongs. Diolite’s weight 
is 129 pounds. 

Lord Woolavington’s Press Gang (128) rated 
next best, and then comes Lord Dewar’s Chal- 
lenger (127), with the Aga Khan’s Blenheim 
(126) fourth in the table. Lord Derby’s Fair 
Isle (125) is considered the best of the fillies. 

Diolite and Press Gang have never yet met in 
public, and it has been left to Blenheim to pro- 
vide the “key” to the season’s juvenile form. 

Diolite’s successes comprise the Spring Stakes 
at Newmarket, the Coventry Stakes at Ascot. 
and the Molecomb Stakes at Goodwood. His 
connections decidcd not to race him after the first 
week in August. 

Press Gang won thc Reus Memorial Stxlkes 
at Goodwood, the Middle Park Stakes at New- 
market, and the Hurst Park Great Two-Year- 
Old Stakes. 

Lord Dewar’s Challenger secured the Rich- 
mond Stakes at Goodwood and the Clearwell 
Stakes at Newmarket, and is unbeaten. 

This placing of weights for the Free Handicap 
usually is taken as a “tin” for the Derby, and it 
now can be said that Diolite is Mr. Dawkins’ 
choice for the “Blue Rihand”’ of the Turf. 

Diolite’s half-sister, Rock Gold, foaled 1925, 
by Bay d’Or, was, according to the English Stud 
Book, sent to the U. S. A. in 1928. She raced 
once unplaced at 2 years old in England, and 
did not start in America. 
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ODDS AND ENDS 


By OLD ROSEBUD 
HERE are many theories connected with the 
breeding and racing of the Thoroughbred 


which are as false as Judas’ kiss. For instance 
take that of the supposed advantage of the big 
racer or sire over the smaller one. How often 
have you heard that one? Nothing could be 
farther from the truth. If such were the case 
how do you account for such as Morvich, Roamer, 
Tenny, Claude, Hindoo, Dobbins, Sarazen, Which- 
one and Ben Brush and the majority of his line? 
The fact is, there have been more really great 
little horses than big ones. The late J. E. Mad- 
den held that many big horses were like big 
turnips, hollow, and that fewer blanks will fol- 
low a selection of small or medium sized year- 
lings, also that the colt which fills one’s eye as 
a yearling is often too large at 2 years old. 

As a rule, the smaller colts are more easily 
trained; come to hand quickest and race longer 
without going stale, bowing, etc., than the big 
colts. Sooner or later the wealthy yearling 
buyers will come to realize that the quality and 
beauty of the gross, stall-fed yearling is only 
skin deep; only then will market breeders have 
the incentive necessary for them to grow their 
colts as they are aware a real racehorse should 
be. One cannot blame the breeders since the 
buyers have often shown their preference. A 
colt which has been crowded into a lot of size 
and flesh has no more chance of fulfilling any 
hopes for his future as a racer than has one 
which has been undernourished and not properly 
cared for. Mano’ War, who was undoubtedly the 
greatest racehorse that ever looked through a 
bridle, despite the arguments of his detractors, 
was a big horse, but naturally so, as he came 
from a family of rather tall, leggy horses. He 
received the usual race track prep given all the 
Belmont yearlings. For that matter, many of 
Colonel Bradley’s and Mr. Whitney’s horses have 
been possessed of plenty of size, but with them, 
as with Man o’ War, it was natural physique 
and not the “sales prep” variety. 

* * * 


It is hoped that in his new berth “Boots” 
Durnell will not be hampered by having too 
many horses in his charge. The opinion exists 
that if it weren’t for this incumbrance he would 
have done far better in the employ of the Messrs. 
Waggoner. He did have several lieutenants to 
aid him in that establishment. One of these 
lieutenants, “Slats” McElroy is succeeding the 
old master as head trainer of the Three D’s out- 
fit. Even with all this assistance, “Boots” did 
not have the time to give each horse its proper 
amount of attention or supervision. 

It is doubtful if there is a trainer now “in our 
midst” who has anything on the wily “Boots,” 
who knows how to prepare a horse to sprint, 
stay a cup distance or jump the hoop. Whenever 
he says they’re fit, you can readily see all the 
horse’s ribs. It is the old time method of fitting 
horses which “Boots” uses that causes a horse to 
look so fagged out at the very outset of the 
season. He gets good results from this stock 
which look to be “honed” too much. Many horse- 
men do not approve of this method, but, “actions 
speak louder than words.” 

It is said that no trainer can handle more than 
ten or a dozen racers and expect to get the very 
best results capable of each individual, for the 
following reason: What is absolutely necessary 


in the course of preparation of one horse will 
practically ruin another, thus each animal must 
be studied by the trainer so as to enable him 
to understand the horse’s every “twist”. He must 
“know his horse,” as Billy Walker says. If he 
fails in this he will certainly not get all the best 
efforts from his charge. 

“Boots” has something like a dozen yearlings 
in his care at the present time which he will race 
for his new employer, Mr. Watkins, next season. 
Of course, it is hard to say at this stage of their 
training just which will prove the better racing 
tool, but the writer is “sweet”? on the chestnut 
colt by High Time-—-Flying Star. 


HIGH TIME—FLYING STAR COLT 


This promising youngster has all the earmarks 
of a real fast horse, and his pedigree “spells” 
speed. He was bought out of A. B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne and Ellerslie Studs consignment to the 
Fasig-Tipton Campany sales at Saratoga last 
August for the sum of $4,600.

Much has been said and written regarding 
just what the future holds for this season’s many 
fine 2-year-old fillies, but I notice none of these 
“prophets” give Henrietta Hardies or Humming 
Bird a tumble. This is not strange in view of 
the fact neither showed to great advantage this 
year. It must be remembered that the 2 and 3- 
year-old form of young Thoroughbreds, especially 
fillies, often differ greatly. Humming Bird, a half- 
sister to that once great race mare, Sweetheart, 
has shown a lot of speed in the few starts she 
has made to date. If she stands, her breeding 
alone would seem to be convincing enough that 
she will do much better next season. Henrietta 
Hardies started only four or five times this year, 
but on several! occasions displayed dazzling speed. 
She won her first start in sensational manner and 
in her next, which was a stakes race, showed 
very well, leading to the head of the stretch 
where the more seasoned colts shuffled her to the 
rear. In her last couple of starts she was han- 
dicapped by the presence of a strange boy in 
the saddle; also her forelegs seemed to be bother- 
ing her. A daughter of the great Whisk Broom 
II and Clyde Van Dusen’s dam, Uncle’s Lassie, 
she is the very spit of her sire in every way; that 
is, physically. She is of the masculine type of 
filly, which invariably do best as racing tools. 
Now don’t forget, she can “buzz” and may de- 
velop into another Rose of Sharon at three. I’d 
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sooner take my chances with her than with 
many of the crack fillies of the year. Being big 
and growthy, she was not unduly sweated for 
the brass at two, and next season should repay 


her connections handsomely for their good 
judgement. I anticipate a fine future for this 
grand filly. 


The “grapevine” says that Desert Light went 
into winter quarters with a pair of suspicious 
looking fore ankles. It might not be amiss to 
punch fire them, but the operation could cause 
him to miss his Derby engagement, as no one 
knows just how such things will leave a horse. 


The long winter racing season is well under 
way at New Orleans. Both the Jefferson Park 
and Fair Grounds tracks have been remodeled at 
considerable expense in late years and in their 
present condition rival some of the newer tracks 
up the line in beauty and general utility. Not 
many years ago winter racing was looked upon 
as a sort of farce in comparison with the brand 
of sport provided for eastern patrons. Such is 
not the case since the change in personnel of 
track officials, the renovation of the rickety old 
stands and stables and the addition of stakes of 
great value. Winter racing has taken on a newer 
and better aspect and attracts countless ad- 
ditional followers of the sport each season. The 
Louisiana Derby, once looked upon as just an- 
other horse race, is now considered of more im- 
portance and justly so, in view of.the class of 
horses entered in recent renewals. It was at 
New Orleans that such as Bagenbaggage, Boot 
to Boot, Black Gold and Naishapur, to name a 
few, were developed to the form which after- 
ward spelled defeat for some of the more highly 
regarded 3-year-olds of the effete East. I'll ad- 
mit that none of these were the very best of their 
respective years, but they were decidedly in the 
first flight and horses to conjure with in the 
leading stakes later on in the season. It is sel- 
dom, indeed, winter racing discovers the out- 
standing colt or filly of the year in any age, but, 
as to the 3-year-old division, I always considered 
Black Gold a close second to Mad Play, and 
Bagenbaggage quite the equal, at least, of 
Crusader, before an accident to one of his hoofs 
necessitated his being thrown out of training. 

Of late years, the handicap division, also, has 
been enhanced by the presence of the better class 
of racers in the nominations and ultimate en- 
trants. *Justice F. comes to mind as one good 
handicapper developed by winter racing. Due to 
an injury this good horse was unable to win any 
of the Eastern handicaps. In the New Orleans 
Handicap he defeated, among others, the highly 
considered Jock. 

As to high class 2-year-olds, New Orleans has 
not fared so well. With the exception of Timour, 
none since Black Gold’s time have been worth 
the proverbial quarter when pitted against the 
best colts performing up the line. 

Tijuana has seen the debut of several real 
champions in the 2-year-old class. Probably the 
best among these latter was *Master Charlie. 
Champion at that track, he came East to defeat 
the best they could offer in the Hopeful and later 
repeated the dose in the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes at Churchill Downs. He wound up the 
year as second largest money winner. Another 
really great 2-year-old showed at Tijuana only 
last winter in the shape of Flying Heels. He was 
undefeated at that “merry-go-round” and was 
only beaten thrice after coming East, and by 


the narrowest of margins, at that. As a yearling 
he was on the small side and not considered by 
his connections to have been worth carrying over 
till summer racing should open, but as is often 
the case, he fooled them and proved much better 
than anything the Cochran stable could boast 
of his age. 


SANDERS’ DERBY PICK 


N his column in The Louisville Times (Decem- 
ber 17), Vernon Sanders, who selected Reigh 


Count to win the Kentucky Derby in 1928 and 
Clyde Van Dusen to win it in 1929, says: “I have 
not fully made up my mind yet as to the colt I 
will take for next year’s Derby, but right now 
I am mighty sweet on Desert Light,” and then 
he goes on to say: 

“Desert Light looks mighty good to me. I can 
hardly fault him, and for several years I have 
used the winner of the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes as sort of an index for my ultimate Derby 
selection. This index has proven a winner for the 
last two years. Desert Light ran a powerful 
race in that stakes in October. While he just 
got up in the closing strides to beat the fleet 
filly, Alcibiades, to a close observer it was seen 
that Desert Light was off in a tangle and ran on 
the outside nearly all the way. That means he 
probably covered twenty yards more racing 
ground than did Alcibiades, who was on the rail. 

“From a time stand-point Desert Light’s race 
compares with that of any of the winners of the 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, as the course was 
not fast. Likely not as fast as it was when 
Clyde Van Dusen shaded the 1:39 made by Desert 
Light a fifth of a second. One line as to Desert 
Light’s great performance can be obtained by 
comparing his race with that of Spinach, which 
only lost the Pimlico Futurity to Flying Heels by 
a nose. Spinach was not in the money in the 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, being far back at 
the finish. 

“Dedicate may prove a contender for Derby 
honors. The son of Dodge is a rare good one and 
it is said Mr. Ward likes him extra well. Gallant 
Fox, the good colt by the French sire *Sir Galla- 
had III, is said to be a top-sawyer, but I am 
not so sure that *Sir Gallahad III is going to 
get stayers. He was rather a sprinter himself 
and while he defeated Epinard on one occasion it 
remains to be seen whether his offspring is going 
on. Galaday, one of his fillies, had as much foot 
as any 2-year-old out this season, but when put 
to the real test she hung a bit over the mile 
course. I am not condemning the get of this 
great horse by any means, but it is that the pub- 
lic would like to see how they do in their 3-year- 
old form. May be world-beaters, so all there is 
to do is to wait and see.” 


GOOD AUSTRALIAN HORSE. 
Pharlap, the favorite, won the Victoria Derb 
at Melbourne, Australia, November 2, in the rec- 
ord time of 2:3144. Pharlap also was winner of 
the Sydney Derby in record time, but he failed 
to win the Melbourne cup, Australia’s greatest 

race. 


HORSES FOR GREECE. 

The Greek Turf Club has lately purchased in 
England the bay filly by Chivalrous—Tretes and 
the filly Adadivlo, by He Goes—Olvidada and 
they now are in in Athens. 
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CHARLIE ELLISON 


HARLES R. ELLISON, who, some 30-odd 

years ago, found his way to the Turf from 
the clerkship of a police court at Chicago, and 
who never for a single day in all that time has 
deserted it, is at Miami. Ellison, in his early 
days in racing, was referred to throughout the 
land as “the plonde plunger,” and the sobriquet 
has continued to be his, though he has steadied 
down to the practical backer that he is, exem- 
plifying that which is missing in the very vast 
majority of horse players—an ability to make 
the horses pay his way. 

This is Eilison’s first winter at Miami. 
tofore he has been a familiar figure at New 
Orleans. Charles A. Bergin, press representa- 
tive for the Miami Jockey Club, tells us that El- 
lison is quite enthusiastic about the climate in 
that section of Florida, and he sends along this 
interview with the former owner, which has his- 
torical value and is worthy a place in the scrap 
books of those who keep the bits that go into 
the making of Turf history: 

“I think Yankee Girl was the best horse I ever 
owned,” said Ellison, while visiting in the office 
of the Miami Jockey Club. “I also had other 
good ones,” he added, “and they were Yankee 
Consul, Skilfull, Judge Himes, Harry New, Lady 
Navarre, Jacobite, Astor, The Unknown, John 
Smulski, Miss Inez, Lady Ellison and Don En- 
rique.”’ 

Yankee Girl won the Mermaid, Ladies’ Stakes, 
City Park Derby and other races, and is the dam 
of Yankee Maid and Purling, two of the matrons 
at Harry Payne Whitney’s farm. Yankee Maid 
is the dam of the brothers Bostonian and Beacon 
Hill, sons of Broomstick, and likewise of Youare, 
by *Johren. Purling is the dam of the winners 
Loanda, Rumbling, Mayor Behrman and Purr. In 
this connection it will be interesting to readers 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE to know that Loanda, after 
having produced the winner Beowulf and like- 
wise two daughters by Kai-Sang, namely Ma- 
Chu and Lai-Lo, both of which have raced, was 
put back into training this year and at 8 years 
old won a steeplechase race at 1 1-2 miles at 
Timonium, September 6, ridden by George Brooke 
III, in whose name she ran. 

Yankee Girl also produced the stakes winner 
Vermont, the winners Doodle Dandy and Orowoc 
(dam of 5 winners) and the producer Phillippa. 
Yankee Girl was sister to Running Water, stakes 
winner in America and producer in France, and 
half-sister to the stakes winner Addie M., and 
to Christmas Star, dam of the stakes winner and 
Escoba, and of the stakes winner Mars. Yankee 
Girl also is half-sister to the producers Chapala, 
Stillwater and Dike. 

“T’ll never forget the race for the Mermaid 
Stakes at Sheepshead Bay,” continued Ellison. 
“Yankee Girl was opposed by James R. Keene’s 
Court Dress, and H. P. Whitney’s Killaloe, there 
being only three horses in the race. It was El- 
lison against the two most powerful of the east- 
ern owners, and my filly won for me, by a head, 
from Killaloe, 4 lengths in front of Court Dress, 
over a cuppy track. 

“Judge Himes won the 1904 Kentucky Derby 
for me, and the purse amounted to only a little 
over $4,000. Harry New won the Latonia Derby, 
which netted me only a little more. Lady 
Navarre was a sweet filly, for she scored in both 
the Memphis Derby and Oaks, which were run 
at Montgomery Park. When Yankee Girl made

good in the City Park Derby at New Orleans she 
earned $8,500, which in those days I thought was 
quite a big purse. Jacobite was one of the best 
sprinters of his time, but he could not outrun 
Jack Atkin, which one time gave him 10 pounds, 
and beat him. Astor was the best selling plater 
I ever owned. He won 9 out of 15 starts in Cali- 
fornia, and I won with him the first time he 
started at Saratoga. When he started again he 
was claimed by a butcher from Brooklyn, and 
he never won another race.” 

Ellison points with pride to the day that he 
sold Yankee Consul to Paul Rainey, of Cleveland, 
for $20,000, a big price in those days. “I bought 
the colt at Christiansburg, Ky., for $1,400, when 
he was a 2-year-old, and the first time he car- 
ried colors, which was at Memphis, he won like 
a champion,” said he. ‘When Rainey heard of 
the race he concluded arrangements for the colt’s 
purchase. In the Rainey colors Yankee Consul 
won 8 races in 13 starts and at the end of the 
season, while his trainer, ‘Bub’ May, was ship- 
ping him to Lexington, to place him in winter 
quarters, the colt was taken sick and died before 
reaching his destination. He was buried in the 
center tield of the Kentucky Association track 
in Lexington. 


“The same year Rainey bought Jack De Mund, 
for what was considered a record price, from 
Newton Bennington, and Rainey told me after- 
wards that he realized he had bought a ‘lemon.’ 

“I’ve never heard of another owner having 
three horses fall while racing in one afternoon,” 
continued Ellison, “but that was what happened 
to me, one afternoon at the Harlem track. In 
the second race that uay I had Miss Inez and 
John Smulski. George Mountain rode Miss 
Inez, and the filly, while in the lead, had a lung 
hemorrhage, and fell at the three eighths pole. 
John Smulski, running second, fell over her. 
Neither horse was injured, but Mountain was 
bleeding from the mouth. He was able to ride 
in the race following, and was up on Skilfull, 
which also carried my colors, and, would you be- 
lieve it, Skilfull fell in the race at the same spot 
near the three-eighths pole, and broke his leg. 

“I had bet heavily on my horses and was a big 
loser when the final race of the day came up. 
In that race I had entered Miss Deuce. She 
opened at 15 to 1, and I backed her down to 8 
to 1, so confident was I of recouping my losses. 
Mountain was engaged to ride, but the mis- 
fortune that befell his two other mounts threw 
a scare into him, and he tried to induce me to 
get another rider. This I did not want to do, 
and I prevailed upon Mountain to ride the horse. 
I went to the bar, and got a stiff drink of whis- 
key and taking it to the jockeys’ room told the 
r.der to drink it. This he did, and it seemea to 
revive his courage and banisn his fears. I was 
greatly elated, when Miss Deuce won easily, for 
the victory brought me out of the hole, and made 
me quit a winner on the day. 

“Did you ever hear of any one stealing the 
hide off a dead racehorse ?’’ queried Ellison, con- 
tinuing. “Well, I have, and the horse in question 
happened to be Miss Inez, which I owned. It 
was at Montgomery Park, in Memphis, where I 
had entered her, and in the race she was leading 
by 10 lengths, when she must have had another 
nemorrhage, for she fell and broke her neck. 
She was hauled to the center field to remain 
until dusk, when we planned to bury her. The 


filly had a black coat that shone like silk. Just 
as darkness was approaching I secured three 
quarts of Mumm’s Extra Dry, and with my train- 
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er and stable help, we repaired to the center 
field to bury the filly, and honor her by drinking 
the wine. 

“When we reached the spot where the body 
lay we were horrified to find that some mis- 
creant had preceded us, and without being ob- 
served had skinned the filly and purloined her 
lustrous hide, leaving the gruesome carcass. I 
was so disgusted that I threw away the wine, and 
gave orders to bury the carcass without delay.” 

Ellison managed some noted jockeys in his 
day, and among the number were Tommy Burns, 
George Mountain, Joe Notter, Johnnie Bullman 
and H. “Kelly” Phillips. 

The first horse Ellison ever owned was Russel 
R., which he bought from Scoggan Brothers, at 
Louisville, for $900, and won with him the first 
time he started in the Ellison colors at the Fair 
Grounds track in St. Louis. Johnnie Mayberry 
trained most of the best horses owned by Ellison. 
George Brazier and L. “Dutch” Strube were also 
employed by him as trainers. Ellison was born 
at Lake Villa, Iils., and he owns the ancestral 
home, which is built on a four-acre plot. He has 
as neighbors, Fred Lundin, Illinois Republican 
politician, and Otto W. Lehman, president of the 
American National Jockey Club. 


INTERNATIONAL RACE LIKELY 


PON his return to America, via the Steam- 
ship Berengaria, storm-delayed, last week, 
Cc. J. FitzGerald, who remained in Engand for 
the sales at Newmarket the first week in De- 
cember, made a report to the American National 
Jockey Club relative to his activities abroad in 
behalf of the proposed Arlington International 
Race, fashioned after the Ascot Gold Cup, $100,- 
000 added, to be decided at Arlington Park in 
July, 1930, and then hurried down to Havana to 
take up his duties in the stewards’ stand. 

Mr. FitzGerald says, “the race is as nearly 
assured as is humanly possible six months in ad- 
vance of its proposed running,” and that this as- 
surance comes “through the promised coopera- 
tion of three of the best known sportsmen 
abroad,” they being Col. Harold A. Wernher, of 
London, owner of Brown Jack; Messrs. Edward 
Esmond, of Paris, owner of Hot Weed, and Jac- 
ques Wittouck, of Brussels, owner of Palais 
Royal II. These three horses have displayed 
great courage in their racing and have per- 
formed exceedingly well in their victories in Eng- 
land and on the Continent of Europe. 

Mr. FitzGerald states that each of these sports- 
men assured him that they will send their cham- 
pions to Chicago following the Ascot meeting 
next June, provided the horses are sound and fit 
to race to their best form. Mr. FitzGerald is 
sanguine that the horses will be on the scene, 
since they are all noted for soundness. He ex- 
pressed himself as being hopeful that Athford, 
the brother to Trigo, may also come. He has 
discussed the subject with William Barnett, 
owner, and R. C. Dawson, trainer. 

Mr. FitzGerald gave the following to the press 
for publication on and after Sunday, December 
22: “The presence of Athford would add to the 
already unusual interest in connection with the 
race, as he was only beaten a short head by 
Reigh Count in the Coronation Cup. The son of 
Blandford would, of course, represent Ireland, 
with Brown Jack championing the cause of Eng- 
land, Hot Weed that of France, and Palais Royal 
II, though French-born like Hot Weed, both be- 


ing sons of Bruleur, would carry the sporting 
standard of Belgium. 

“An endeavor was also made to secure the co- 
operation of Signor G. de Montel, of Milan, who 
owns the Italian champion, Ortello. Ortello 
stunned French racing scribes by besting a strong 
field for the Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe last Fall 
and is undoubtedly a good horse. Signor de Mon- 
tel feared the journey was too far for Ortello, and 
while expressing his admiration for the sports- 
manship behind the invitation, was compelled to 
decline. 

“Hot Weed ran only three times last season, 
winning the Grand Prix de Paris and the French 
Derby. He was unplaced in the Doncaster St. 
Leger, owing to the hard ground. Palais Royal 
II has won many races with big weights up and 
was narrowly beaten in the Cambriageshire, a 
test he won in smashing style as a 3-year-old. 
Brown Jack has the Alexandra Stakes, Doncaster 
Cup and many other fine tests to his credit. 

“The Arlington International was proposed fol- 
lowing the running of the Ascot Gold Cup last 
June, when Reigh Count finished second to In- 
vershin. Reigh Count had won the Coronation 
Cup, with Joe Childs in the saddle, but the servi- 
ces of that rider were not available at Ascot and 
Mrs. Hertz was compelled to look elsewhere for 
a pilot for her champion. Harry Wragg was the 
best available rider. In the opinion of the ex- 
perts, he failed to get as much out of the Ameri- 
can horse as had been forthcoming in the Coro- 
nation Cup. 

“When John Hertz announced the day after 
the Gold Cup that a duplicate of that great test 
would be offered at Arlington Park in 1930, with 
a purse of $100,000, he knew that his associates 
would be with him to a man. The additional 
offer of $100,000 on the part of himself and his 
wife if Invershin were nominated for the race by 
Mr. J. Reid Walker, was a personal gesture 
which, if accepted, would result in a fresh trial 
of stamina between a superb pair of horses—a 
test which was not conclusive in the opinion of 
many in the Ascot fixture. 

“An invitation to take part in the proposed 
race was sent by General Manager Roy Carruth- 
ers to Messrs. Walker and Wittouck and Baron 
Edouard de Rothschild, the respective owners of 
Invershin, Palais Royal II, and Cacao, who were 
first, third and fourth in the Gold Cup. Mr. 
Walker announced that his horse was destined 
for the stud in 1930. His declination sent Reigh 
Count to the stud also. Palais Royal’s participa- 
tion is virtually assured, while Cacao has been 
sold and is not available. 

“When seen recently in London, Mr. Esmond 
sa‘d he would cross the Atlantic for the race. 
Mr. Wittouck, one of the Continent’s busiest men, 
will endeavor to arrange his affairs so that he 
can be absent from Belgium for six weeks. Colonel 
Wernher, and his charming wife, Lady Zia, who 


is a daughter of the Grand Duke Michael, of ° 


Russia, and who owns Double Life, the splendid 
3-year-old filly, who won the Cambridgeshire 
Handicap, Duke of York Stakes and other rich 
English fixtures this season, will come with a 
party of friends. 

“Despite the absence of Invershin and Reigh 
Count, the early promise of the International 
holds good. With an equal number of our best 
horses opposing those from abroad. the race can- 
not fail to achieve the purpose and hopes of its 
sponsors—the strengthening of the already close 
bond of relationship between the sportsmen of 
two Continents.”

NOTES ON INBREEDING

N a recent issue of the Revue des Eleveurs de 

Chevaux de Pur Sang, a contributor, “Saint- 
Georges”, touches on the old question of inbreed- 
ing, beginning his article with the example of 
“an Englishman who, having emigrated to Cana- 
da, took the notion to import from his native 
country a couple of ordinary English sparrows. 
From this single couple have descended hundreds 
of millions of sparrows who now infest the agri- 
cultural provinces of Quebec and Montreal.” 
From this example might be inferred that con- 
sanguinity has no harmful influence on the race, 
provided that the individuals, used in breeding, 
be sound ana, one might add, the breeding be 
carried out in a favorable environment. 

Volumes and articles have been written in 
favor and against inbreeding. About three de- 
caues ago a lively controversy was carried on 
as to whether the mare Lollypop was of real 
value to the Thoroughbred race. Lollypop was 
the result of the mating of brother and sister.

She was the dam of Sweetmeat, who, out of 
24 starts, won all but one (the Doncaster Cup, 
the Ascot Queen’s Vase beng among his victo- 
ries). Blacklock’s staying power was, however, 
not transmitted to Sweetmeat’s offsprings, for 
Sweetmeat produced mostly sprinters. Some of 
them could not stand hard training. Studying 
the record of his sons and daughters we find 
Macaroni, who won the Epsom Derby, Mince- 
meat and Mincepie, both winners of the Oaks; 
Parmesan who became the sire of Cremorne and 
Favonius. Macaroni, in his turn, became the 
ancestor of Macgregor (winner of the Two 
Thousand Guineas), of Spinaway, Bonny Jean 
and Camelia, all three winners of the Oaks. 
Macaroni also was the sire of Lily Agnes, 
who produced Ormonde, Ornament, Farewell, 
Ossory, etc. 


Many successful and important lines have had 
their foundation in inbreeding and, to a certain 
extent, inbreeding was necessary to establish the 
Thoroughbred type. Biologically speaking, it is 
almost impossible to determine whether there is 
inbreeding or not in a given case. Nature will 
always have the last word in determining wheth- 
er a hereditary character, belonging to a certain 
common ancestor three or four generations re- 
moved, has found its way down to a descendant 
in the front line of the pedigree, or whether this 
character has been entirely wiped out in the 
next generation by the division of egg and sperm 
cells. 

Breeding experiments on both plants and ani- 
mals have shown that the most important factor 
to observe in inbreeding is that the common an- 
cestor be sound (i. e. he should not be the car- 
rier of defects, either physical or temperament- 
al). Inbreeding based on unsound or bad breed- 
ing material must, in the majority of cases, pro- 
duce bad and unsound results, as the recombina- 
tion of characters would tend to intensify heredi- 
tary constitutional defects. 


BETTER SHIPPING ARRANGEMENTS 


N its issue for the week ending December 14, 
THE BLOOD-HORSE published some _ compli- 


mentary remarks from A. J. Joyner about John 
Yocum and his activities on behalf of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, for which he is Supervisor of 
Mail and Express Service. A copy of THE BLOob- 
HORSE containing those remarks went into the 
hands of Mr. Yocum, who writes his thanks for 
the kindly expressions, and adds the following 
which is both interesting and informative: 

“IT can only say that it is a pleasure indeed for 
me, acting on behalf of the great Pennsylvania 
System, to be of such service to the horsemen, 
and we are constantly doing everything in our 
power to cooperate with them, in giving service 
over our railroad that will result in getting this 
valuable class of traffic to its destination with 
the greatest dispatch possible. 

“It is a fact that we use some of the best 
trains we have operating over our system for 
the movement of racehorses, and, in addition 
to providing a high class train service, we are 
cooperating 100% with the horsemen and the 
racing associations. For example, last year we 
built 25 all-steel cars for the transportation of 
this traffic in express service and we named 
those cars after the various race tracks, such 
as Belmont Park, Churchill Downs, Havre de 
Grace, Arlington Park, Hialeah, etc., and now 
we have under construction (some of which 
were turned out of the shops last month, one of 
which is the car to which Mr. Joyner refers as 
being named ‘Erdenheim Farm’) 25 additional 
cars and these we are naming after the racing 
stables; 19 running horse stables and 6 trotters 
and pacers, such as, ‘Erdenheim Farm’ for Mr. 
Geo. D. Widener; ‘Rancocas Stable’ for Mr. H. F. 
Sinclair, ‘Elmendorf Farm’ for Mr. Joseph EF. 
Widener; ‘Foxcatcher Farm’ for Mr. William du 
Pont; ‘Himyar Stud’ for Mr. Phil T. Chinn, 
‘Castleton Farm’ for Mr. David M. Look, ‘Calu- 
met Farm’ for Mr. W. M. Wright, ‘Hollyrood 
Farm’ for Mr. J. L. Dodge, and there are others. 

“All 50 of these cars are, we think, the last 
word in horse car construction. They are all- 
steel, including the interior fittings. They may 
be stalled for horses, as a box stall, 2 abreast, 
3 abreast, or 4 abreast. They have a bar in one 
end of the car for the purpose of loading auto- 
mobiles which is a feature very acceptable to the 
horse people, because there are so many of them 
who move their automobiles from one track to 
the other, along with their horses. 

“They have screens in the windows, so that the 
ventilation may be arranged without opening the 
doors. They have safety bars across each of the 
doors to protect the attendants from falling out 
while the car is in motion. They are equipped 
with overhead bars adaptable for the transporta- 
tion of the trotters and pacers, along with their 
sulkies, which are taken apart and loaded on the 
bars over the heads of the horses. There are no 
projections in the car whatever with which a 
horse might come in contact, causing him any 
injury. 

“Stall partitions are of proper height and 
weight so that one man can manage in setting 
the car up for transportation. The heating is all 
overhead, so as to not come in contact with the 
horses. The ventilation is over the doors so as 


to not cause a draft over the heads of the horses 
and the lighting is sufficient and proper for the. 
transportation of these valuable animals.”’

DR. DEVINE APPROVES 


E acknowledge with grateful appreciation 

the following letter from Dr. J. F. DeVine, 
president of the J. F. DeVine Laboratories, Inc., 
Goshen, N. Y.: 

“I have been very much interested in two dis- 
cussions that you have had recently in your 
journal. 

“The first one was in reference to firing 
horses. As I am sort of a wag myself, it was 
almost impossible for me to control my desire to 
write you on the question. By way of introduc- 
tion I might state that I have owned trotters, 
hunters or saddle horses from very early youth 
and have been a practicing veterinarian for some 
thirty years. As a routine practice, firing is one 
of the most ridiculous relics of barbarism that 
could be visited on dmb brutes. With the rarest 
exception. it is of no value, and there is ever the 
danger of increasing the size of a bony growth 
near a joint or under a ligament or tendon, 
which makes it positively harmful. But let that 
pass. 


“The thing you are now discussing is roar-. 


ing. It is well to discuss this and, like most 
things, if you take the opinion of real authori- 
ties, it may clear up some things that have been 
undecided for years. So I wish you would write 
to Dr. L. A. Merillat, 569 Van Buren St., Chica- 
go, Ill., whom I regard as one of the ablest vet- 
erinarians in America, and ask him to enter into 
the discussion. I cannot begin to tell you who 
he is. I can simply tell you some of it. He was 
a very successful practitioner for years; Pro- 
fessor of Surgery in the McKillip Veterinary Col- 
lege and the Chicago Veterinary College. He is 
a student and an author; reads French and Span- 
ish and has written perhaps the best volume 
that has ever been published in the English 
language on veterinary surgery. He was Chief 
Veterinary Officer in the Army of Occupation. 
I know he was Colonel and in charge of the 
veterinary department in France, during the 
World var, and so forth and so forth. Write 
him and send him marked copies of your iournal, 
pointing out the discussion and tell him that I 
suggested he would be a good man for the final 
summing up. If you can get an article or a 
series of articles from him on the subject, they 
will not only be authentic. but Doctor Merillat 
writes in a very pleasing style. 

“I wish to congratulate you upon the article 
written by Doctor Hare. of Lexington, Kentucky. 

“Parasitism in most any of our uomestic ani- 
mals is a serious problem, but in the case of a 
valuable horse, it is a tragedy. Doctor Hare 
writes as if he knows what he is talking about. 

“If you can create an interest among horse 
owners in the State of Kentucky and put forth 
a concerted effort to rid the host of the most 
common harmful parasites, supplemented by as 


much sanitation as practicable, you will be able: 


to reduce materially the most serious sources of 
infection and as infestation of pastures and other 
places becomes lessened. the mitigation of the 
harmful effects of parasitism may so encourage 
some owners as to cut down exposure by divid- 
ing up the field and keeping the colts and the 
brood mares off them for a series of years suf- 
ficient to clean up the pastures.

TTENTION is directed to the advertisement 
on page 27 in this issue of Vito, which 


splendid young son of *Negofol, out of Forever 
(half-sister to Eternal) by Ballot, the property 
of Mr. A. H. Cosden, is to make his first season 
at Keeneland Stud the coming year. Vito is an 
exceptional horse as to conformation and dispo- 
sition, and he combines blood that has demon- 
strated its merit in America. 

On the same page is the advertisement of other 
stallions, Sand Mole, Pagan Pan and Don Diego, 
representatives of winning blood, and the first 
mentioned two, sires of winners, which are the 
property of J. O. Keene, and also to stand at 
Keeneland Stud. Don Diego, like Vito, is making 
his first season. 


JIM GAFFNEY. 


Charlton Clay has Jim Gaffney at his March- 
mont Stud, near Paris, Ky., and this sire of 
sturdy campaigners will make the season of 1930 
there, as announced in his advertisement on page 
29 in this issue. Jim Gaffney is a very vigorous 
and sure horse, and his get seldom fail to per- 
form well in racing. Mr. Clay states that only 
8 seasons are available. 


BUYS TWO MARES. 


Ralph L. Jurden has purchased from Col. Phil 
T. Chinn the mares Aunt Jane and Dusky Queen 
and they will be shipped this week with the 
young stallion, Almadel, and the mares Blanche 
Ep.ne and Broken Melody, to Mr. Jurden’s es- 
tablishment, Rockledge Farm, Martin County, 
Mo. This purchase gives Mr. Jurden 16 mares 
for his new establishment. Aunt Jane, bay or 
brown, 1921, is by *Polymelian—*Seemly, by 
Torpoint, and Dusky Queen, black, 1926, is by 
The Finn—Oleaster, by Hastings. Mr. Jurden 
has said that he will permit Almadel to a few 
outside mares, since he will be breeding some of 
his own mares to other stallions. 


*OSMUNDA. 

Having been sold by C. J. FitzGerald to Lord 
Furness, *Osmunda now is enroute to England. 
She was shipped by express from Beaumont 
Farm, Lexington, to New York, arriving there 
December 19, when she was put aboard a steam- 
ship for Liverpool. *Osmunda, chestnut mare, 
foaled 1921, by Glasgerion—Icefern, by Spear- 
mint, she out of Siberia, by St. Simon, was bred 
in England by L. Neumann, and sold by him to 
Donald Fraser, who in turn sold her to the late 
Thomas Fortune Ryan, who brought her to Amer- 
ica for his Oak Ridge Stud, and at his death left 
her to his son, Clendennin Ryan, who last sum- 
mer sold her to Hal Price Headley, along with 
14 other mares, and it was from Mr. Headley that 
Mr. FitzGerald acquired her. 

In 1925 *Osmunda had a foal (which died) by 
The Vizier, and the following year she produced 
*Lativitch to the cover of Blandford, sire of Trigo 
and Athford. *Lativitch was gelded and brought 
to this country to perform so well under the 
colors of Herbert Bayard Swope. In 1926 *Os- 
munda was mated with Tetratema, but she 
missed, and has not had a foal, we understand, 
since *Lativitch. She was, however, mated with 
Apprehension (sire of Chestnut Oak) last spring, 
ond she is heavy in foal and due on January 11. 


This information was communicated to Lord 
Furness, but he was willing to assume the risk 
of loss of the foal through excitement and acci- 
dent attending the trip across to his stable in 
England. 

In this connection, readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
will doubtless be interested to know that Appre- 
hension (by Friar Rock—Swan Song, by Ben 
Brush) is the only Thoroughbred the property of 
Clendennin Ryan remaining in this country. He 
recently sent 22 head, including 8 weanlings, to 
England to be trained and raced by Johnny 
Loftus. Apprehension is at Beaumont Farm, but 
thus far no announcement has been made as to 
the terms under which he will stand. He is a 
horse of merit and should be well patronized at 
a reasonable fee, and the fee doubtless will be 
reasonable when Mr. Ryan announces it. 


“NO WINNER; NO FEE” 

In announcing the retirement of Son o’ Love 
to stand in England, Captain Porritt states that 
his fee will be 100 guineas ($500) and makes 
the very sporting stipulation that if there is no 
winner, there is to be no fee. THE BLOOD-HORSE 
is not aware that such terms ever were given in 
the United States, though frequently services to 
good horses for desirable and appropriate mares 
may be had without fee. Son o’ Love is by Son- 
in-Law, from Lovesick, by Long Tom (Ladas), 
out of Queenly, by Buccaneer. He is the first 
horse to be advertised for public service in Eng- 
land, according to The Sporting Life (London), 
“that has won under Jockey Club, National Hunt, 
and Pony Turf Club Rules. Under the auspices 
of the Jockey Club, he won the Riverside Selling 
Plate at Hurst Park, in 1927; under National 
Hunt Rules he was successful in a Three-Year- 
Old Hurdle Race at Nottingham, in 1922; and un- 
der the edicts of the Pony Turf Club he has won 
four events, including the Cambridgeshire and 
the Cesarewitch, at Northolt Park.” 


KEENEY PARK CLOSES 


AKING cognizance of the threats of F. O. 
Eberhardt, publisher of a newspaper at 


Tallahassee, Florida, Frank A. Keeney and as- 
sociates in Florida Jockey Club, closed the meet- 
ing at Keeney Park after six days of racing. The 
following statement, signed by William E. Ford, 
vice-president, was issued Friday, December 20, 
which was the sixth day of the scheduled 21 days: 

“The Florida Jockey Club, Frank A. Keeney, 
president, operating Keeney Park, decided today 
to close the race plant due to threatened in- 
junctive proceedings contemplated by F. O. 
Iberhardt and other reformers, who see in racing 
not the clean sport that it is, but a violation of 
the State statutes relative to gambling. 

“The Florida Jockey Club has passed a reso- 
lution closing the track for this meeting, and 
until such time as the fair-minded citizens of the 
State of Florida shall insist that their legislators 
pass laws legalizing the pari-mutuel system of 
betting.” 

There were approximately 700 horses and 500 
owners, trainers, attendants and jockeys at 
Keeney Park, and many of the individuals will be 
“up against it” pretty hard as the result of the 
unexpected ending of the meeting. 

Major Barclay Warburton, president of the 
Miami Jockey Club, has stated that the action 
at Keeney Park will not have the effect of 
altering or interfering with Miami plans. 
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THE CALIGULA CASE 


RITING from Paris, France, to Horse and 


Hound (London) under date November 12, 
“Faraway” says: “What is known as the Cali- 
gula case is still dragging on in Germany after 
several years of litigation. Recently three indi- 
viduals were sentenced to various terms of im- 
prisonment, and one of them has already appealed. 
The case turns on alleged fraud in connection 
with the sale of the stallion Caligula, winner of 
the Doncaster St. Leger, to the German Govern- 
ment. Nothing, of course, is alleged against the 
vendor, Sir Victor Sassoon, but only against cer- 
tain other individuals, the allegation being that 
the German Government were induced to pay a 
far larger sum for the horse than the vendor 
received.” 

In the same mail out of which came the fore- 
going, THE BLOOD-HORSE received a clipping from 
a German newspaper (name not given) but date 
noted as November 2, which, translated, is as 
follows: 


“SENTENCES IN FRAUD CASE. 
“THE CALIGULA ‘BUSINESS’ 


“The End of Ferro’s Trainer 

“In the Magistrate’s Court held in Berlin yes- 
terday under the Presidency of Magistrate Herz- 
feld, the former trainer Walter Sulzberger and 
the horse dealer Otto Marcus were sentenced for 
forging documents. Sulzberger to six months 
and Marcus to three months’ imprisonment. 

“The scandals of the Caligula affair, which as 
far back as 1926 openly caused much excitement 
in sporting circles, and caused severe measures 
to be taken by the racing authorities against 
Sulzberger and Marcus, culminated in the pro- 
ceedings before the Magistrate. 

“After yesterday’s hearing, the whole affair 
was brought out perfectly clear and was as 
actually surmised and brought to a head by the 
sporting authorities. 

“Sulzberger ascertained that the breeding 
commission were desirous of importing a stud 
horse named Caligula from England. The owner, 
Sir Victor Sassoon, was staying in India at the 
time, and his representative, Crawford, asked 
15,000 guineas for Caligula. Sulzberger acted 
the part of representative for the breeding com- 
mission in Germany as well as in England, said 
the horse cost 30,000 pounds (nearly double the 
actual price). Sulzberger ascertained (in strict 
confidence) that the breeding commission was 
interested in the horse, he worked together with 
Marcus, and with the help of a certain Mr. Trutz- 
schler and an Englishman named Myerscough in 
order to make a coup. The representative of the 
Commission—through false telegrams sent bv 
Sulzberger and Marcus-—was induced to purchase 
the stallion for 22,000 pounds. He sent a tele- 
gram and a confirming letter to Crawford, but, 
as he handed the wire and letter to Sulzberger, 
they were not despatched to Crawford. There- 
upon, one of the accomplices, the Englishman 
Myerscough, purchased Caligula from Crawford 
in all haste for 15,000 guineas. These people re- 
ceived the 22,000 pounds from the breeding com- 
mission. For the quartet there remained 7,000 
pounds, which was divided between them. 

“These are the facts as are clearly shown after 
yesterday’s hearing. The whole affair came into 
the open, owing to the German press criticizing 
the very high price for Caligula, namely 440,000 
marks, as being far too much. The mentioning 
of this sum so astonished the vendor that he took 


the matter up. It was most unfortunate that 
@t the Stud, Caligula was a failure, and un- 
productive. In order to have the matter thor- 
oughly cleared up, the commission got in per- 
sonal touch with Crawford which brought 
everything to light. 

“The sentenced Sulzberger had for years taken 
an important part in running and breeding: 
rider, racing stable owner; manager of great 
breeding establishments, and lastly manager and 
trainer to Baron Haniel Arnim, he was counted 
as one of the leading lights on the German turf. 
The acme of his sporting career was reached in 
1926 when the 3-year-old Ferro won the Derby 
and the Great Prize in Berlin. A few weeks 
later he was discharged from his situation and 
warned off all racecourses. 


BUYS CRYSTAL SPRINGS FARM. 


N. H. McClelland, former Kentucky racing 
official, brother of James McClelland, widely 
known owner and trainer, December 21 closed 
with James H. Dickerson for the purchase of 
Crystal Springs Farm of 82 acres on Versailles 
Pike, near Lexington, and will get possession 
March 1. He will make it his future home. 


LYKE AND BARRETT. 


Lawrence Lyke, who was recently given a 
clean bill of health by the Kentucky Jockey Club, 
and Newton Barrett, made their first appearance 
in the saddle, the former on Miss Ella and Bar- 
rett on Diana Mullon in the first race at Keeney 
Park, December 20.
